Marin Report Cards 


To Offer 'New Look"

They come in many colors— 
white, blue, yellow, green—and 
different sizes, and some are 
simple, and some detailed. But 
report cards all attempt to tell 
the same story: How is Junior 
doing in school? 
In a number of Marin County 
school districts this year the 
story will be told in a new or 
slightly different way. Educa­ 
tors are giving report cards a 
closer look and deciding that 
some changes should be made. 
Some districts are jazzing 
up reports with illustrations 
to make the cards more at­ 
tractive. Others are offering 
more comprehensive reports 
Intended to give parents an 
_ all round 
look 
into 
their 
child's progress and growth. 
Most .schools in Marin will 
send report cards home next 
week for the first time this 
year. These are some of the 
changes parents will see: 
In Larkspur, there are new 
cards for all grades. The prog­ 
ress report for kindergarten 
children easily wins honors for 
the most unusual and eye­ 
catching of cards. 
Teachers have been working 
on these cards for a couple of 
years — one for kindergarten, 
one for primary, one for inter­ 
mediate grades and one for 
seventh and eighth grades. 
The kindergarten cards fea­ 
ture cartoon-type illustrations 


of pupils’ social and work hab­ 
its and activities. Pupils are 
rated on such things as “I play 
well with others,”* ‘‘I express 
my ideas well,” “I work well 
with blocks, ‘‘I enjoy books,” 
“I work well with others,” “I 
follow directions.” 
The marks are “A” for ‘‘all 
of the time,” “M” for most of 
the time,” “P” for “part of 
the time,” and “N” for “not 
yet.” 
Larkspur’s cards for Grades 
1-8 are the more conventional 
type, providing grading on an 
A-B-C-D-F scale in terms of 
academic subjects. In primary 
and intermediate grades work 
habits and * social growth are 
rated either “satisfactory” or 
“unsatisfactory.” 
Intermediate cards begin to 
get a little more specific on 
pupil progress, and seventh 
and eighth grades even more 
specific, 
because, 
as 
Supt. 
Vaughn D. Seidel points out, 
high schools want this kind of 
information. S e v e n t h and 
eighth 
grade 
citizenship 
is 
rated on an outstanding, satis­ 
factory or unsatisfactory basis 
and space is provided for grad­ 
ing on the “enrichment pro­ 
gram.” 
The old type cards in Lark­ 
spur reported on only a lim­ 
ited number of subjects, left no 
room for electives, and did not

An economic survey and a 
land-use plan for the proposed 
Pt. Reyes national seashore 
area will be completed by 
June 30 next year, the travel 
and recreation section of the 
North 
Coast 
Council, 
State 
Chamber of Commerce, was 
told yesterday. But there prob­ 
ably will be no action in Con­ 
gress on authorization for a 
number of years. 
George L. Collins of San An­ 
selmo, regional chief of the 
Division of Recreation and Re- 
s o u r c e Planning, National 
Parks Service, declared he ex­ 
pects a draft of the $15,000 
study will be circulated among 
interested persons “to look at 
and make suggestions before 
we finally pull it together.” 
D. F. Burroughs, a special­ 
ist in recreation economics 
for the National Parks Ser­ 
vice in San Francisco, told a 
meeting of about two dozen 
in Rickey’s Rancho Rafael, 
Ignacio, that the economic 
study would be devoted to 
determination of what effects 
such a seashore area would 
have on the economy of the 
area. 
Burroughs declared no at­ 
tempt would be made to estab­ 
lish a cost-benefit ratio for the 
project. “We’re not trying to 
put a dollar value on the rec­ 
reational uses of Pt. Reyes.” 
Instead an attempt will be 
made to compare what the 
economic effect would be on 
the immediate area of the park, 
on Marin County and on the 
“region of influence.” 
This region of influence 
Burroughs described as ex­ 
tending from as far south as 
Santa Cruz to as far north 
as Mendocino County, and 
east 
to 
Sacramento 
and 
Stockton. 
He said the study would con­ 
sider the use of the Pt. Reyes 
peninsula in 1960, in the year 
2000 and in periods in between. 
The National Parks Service 
staff will work with other 
economists, and staff members 
from University of California 
who are expert in regional 
planning, business administra­ 
tion and economics, and agri­ 
cultural economics.

Parks Service has the re­ 
sponsibility for pulling the 
report together and analvz-

down in steel history, is esti­ 
mated to have cost m o r e 
than six billion dollars in 
wage and production losses. 
Striking workers and the 
basic steel industry absorbed 
most of the loss, but other 
industries allied to steel also 
felt the effects. 
The half-million strikers 
lost an estimated $1,160,000,- 
000 in wages. 
Lost steel production to­ 
taled nearly five billion dol­ 
lars, based on pre-strike op­ 
erations. The strike s h u t 
down about 87 per cent of 
the nation's basic steelmak- 
ing capacity. 
More than 350.000 workers 
in 
steel-related 
industries 
were laid off, resulting in 
additional wage and produc­ 
tion losses in the estimated 
millions. 


Ruling Ends Walkout 


For 80-Day Period 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court today 
upheld an injunction ordering 500,000 striking steel­ 
workers back to the mills for an 80-day cooling-off per­ 
iod. Industry and union spokesmen both said steps will 
be taken immediately to get the mills rolling again, 
halting the 116-day strike. 
A spokesman for the United Steelworkers Union 
said telegrams were sent today to union locals instruct­ 
ing the men to return to their jobs. 
From the industry’s chief negotiator in the 
strike came the word: “The

“problems” with the AGC and 
admitted that some carpenters 
had walked off local projects. 
Campbell refused, however, 
to make any further comment 
on the situation. 
As far as could be learned, 


only two projects in Marin 
County were affected by the 
quickie strike which started 
Thursday in four Bay Area 
counties. These were the apart­ 
ment portion of Marin City re­ 
development and the $200,000 
addition to Pennafc-rt Hsll at 
Dominican College in San Ra­ 
fael. 
George Scott of the Building 
and Construction Trades Coun­ 
cil of Marin County said he had 
received no request for picket­ 
ing permission from the car­ 
penters’ union.

Fired Nurse Denies Charges;

WASHINGTON 1*1 — Justice 
William O. Douglas, dissenting 
from the eight other justices 
of the Supreme Court who up­ 
held the steel injunction, fa­ 
vored returning the case to 
district court “f o r particu­ 
larized findings as to how the 
steel strike imperils the ‘na­ 
tional health’ and what plants 
need to be reopened to pro­ 
duce the small quantity of steel 
now needed for the national 
‘safety.’ 
‘There would be open for in- 
quiiy and findings any ques- 
tions pertaining to ‘national 


steel companies will move im­ 
mediately to r e o p e n the 
plants.” 
There was a possibility, the 
union spokesman said, that 
some men will get back to 
work today. They probably 
would be those responsible 
for putting the mills back in­ 
to production condition after 
the long shutdown — a task 
> of days to weeks. 
Arthur Goldberg, who unsuc­ 
cessfully waged the union fight 
in the high court against the 
injunction, at first withheld 
comment then later told the 
National Broadcasting Co. news 
service he was “naturally dis­ 
appointed with the decision but 
a decision is a decision.” 
From the Supreme Court, 
he continued, “the only appeal 
is to God. 
The court’s ruling was given 
under the injunction provision 
of the Taft-Hartley law which 
provides for an 80-day cooling- 
off period in prolonged strikes

Justice William O. Doug­ 
las wrote a 14-page dissent­ 
ing opinion. The court’s vote 
thus was 8-1. 
The majority opinion said the 
cooling-off provision of the 
Taft-Hartley law “as applied 
here is not violative of the 
constitutional limitation pro­ 
hibiting courts from exercis­ 
ing powers of a legislative or 
executive nature, powers not 
capable of being conferred up­ 
on a court exercising solely 
“the judicial power of the 
United States.”

The second carried names of 
hospital patients and charged

ed to enjoy making conditions 
disagreeable.” 
The petitions were dated 
Sept. 25 and 28 respectively, 
after Miss Sypin had been 
fired, and were addressed to 
the board of supervisors. 
“The petitions only say in 
effect they’re glad that she’s 


gone ” said Leland Jordan, 
county counsel representing 
Lloyd De La Montanya, hos­ 
pital superintendent, explain­ 
ing why he did not introduce 
them as evidence. 
“I don’t see that they have 
any bearing on the charges 
against Miss Sypin,” he said. 
Edward Alves, foreman at 
the farm, said that the em­ 
ployee petition was his idea and 
that he and Margery Hansen 
circulated it. Alves said that 
Jordan and De La Montanya 
did not know an employees’ 
petition was being prepared. 
When asked why he started 
the petition he said: 
“Miss Sypin would scream at 
you instead of tell you like a 
normal person.” 
Thomas J. Collins, who was 
a patient at the hospital, said 
that he signed the patients’ 
petition in De La Montanya’s 
office. Me did not know who 
circulated it, he said. 
Miss Sypin, in stylish grey 
dress and hat. testified that she 
got along fine with the em­ 
ployees—the maintenance man, 
the cooks, and she “always 


found Mr. De La Montanya co­ 
operative.” 
“There were times when he 
would change the subject, but 
he was always cooperative,” she 
said in a quiet voice. 
Miss Sypin said that she com­ 
plained to De La Montanya 
when she found that the cook 
was re-using butter off pa­ 
tients’ trays. 
“Mr. De La Montanya said 
he would correct it,” she 
went on. She said that De La 
Montanya had never called 
her in to his office to remon­ 
strate about her conduct. 
“Once,” she said, “he told 
me a few patients had com­ 
plained and told me to see Mr. 
Jensen (County Administrator 
Donald A. Jensen). I did and at 
that trme Jensen told me and 
Mr. O’Connell what the charges 
were against me.” 
Miss Sypin explained the in­ 
cident that Dr. Rafael Dufficy 
and Jensen referred to in ear­ 
lier testimony over Miss Sypin s 
supposed rude treatment of Dr.

Douglas said he did not feel 
the broad injunction could be 
sustained when it rested solely 
on “national safety.” 
“1 am unwilling,” Douglas 
said, “to take judicial notice 
that it requires 100 per cent of 
the workers to produce the 
steel needed for national de­ 
fense when 99 per cent of the 
output is devoted to purposes 
entirely unconnected with de­ 
fense projects.” 
He said that President Eisen­ 
hower, in invoking the Taft- 
Hartley injunctive procedures, 
construed the word “health” to 
include the material well-being 
or public welfare of the na­ 
tion. 
D o u g l a s said the lower 
courts also construed “national 
health” to include the econom­ 
ic well-being or general wel­ 
fare of the country. Then he 
declared that to read “welfare” 
into “health” gives that word 
such a vast reach that the court 
should do this only under the 
most compelling necessity.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We Need To Unite Behind 
Plan To Assure Us Water 


Two things have been going on — 
rather one has been going on and the 
other hasn't — which should help so­ 
lidify Marin and other North Bay Coun­ 
ties behind a long range water program, 
specifically behind the North Bay Aque­ 
duct. 
The thing that has been going on is 
the South Bay Aqueduct. 
Bids were 
opened this week on the first stage of 
its actual construction, nearly a million 
dollars worth. 
There is a total of $7,320,000 avail­ 
able this fiscal year for this project. 
Three other contracts will be awarded 
in the next few months. The plan is to 
deliver the first water from the Central 
Valley into the Livermore Valley by 
1962. 
The thing that hasn’t been going on, 
of course, is rain. Marin's reservoirs are 
getting lower and lower. 
We’ve had 
pumps moving water from one lake to 
another and the county's largest lake is 
so low the outlet is above water. 
There is hardly a tap in Marin which 
today won’t at times deliver a murky 
water showing we really are reaching 
the bottom of the barrel. 
And what if we have another dry win­ 


ter? What if the badly needed rains 
don’t come? 
The situation today is critical. 
It 
w ould reach emergency or even disaster 
proportions if it doesn’t rain. 
Growing Marin must take out some 
kind of a water insurance policy. The 
best immediately available to us is the 
North Bay Aqueduct.* Through this 60 
mile conduit, water would run from the 
Sacramento River delta to the Novato 
area. Unless the rains didn’t fall in all 
Northern California, there would be wa­ 
ter available through the aqueduct. 
Up to this point there has been no 
concentrated backing for the project. In 
fact, if Marin Sen. John F. McCarthy 
had not stepped in during the last min­ 
utes of the Legislature this year, the 
project would have died because of the 
bickering and political maneuverings 
from inside the four counties. McCarthy 
managed to insert a million dollars in 
this year’s budget to buy rights of way 
for the project. So the aqueduct still 
lives. 
Do we have to be without water be­ 
fore the people of Marin, Sonoma, Napa 
and Solano counties can unite behind it? 
It will be too late then.

Is A Forced 'Buy American' Plan 
Best For Our Foreign Aid? 


New York Yankees, “but they 
don’t seem able to break my 
record for the longest home 
run ever hit in the stadium. 
Jimmie Foxx hit it off me!” 


It is reasonable that serious 
doubts should be raised about 
the wisdom of the administra­ 
tion decision to attach a “Buy 
American” string to much of 
our economic aid. 
This is a. sharp t u r n i. n g 
away from the liberal, anti- 
restrictive trade policy we 
have practiced — and preach­ 
ed — with notable success 
since the end of the war. It 
seems to me that all parties 
concerned, the administration 
particularly, ought to give this 
action a thorough, second look 
lest we get embarked on a 
policy which will do far more 
harm to America and to the 
free world than it will do 
good. 


I AM NOT suggesting that 
we should not try to redress 
the $3 billion imbalance in 
trade the U. S. is experienc­ 
ing, due to the fact that, with 
tourist dollars flowing abroad 
in increasing volume, we are 
buying abroad more than wfe 
are selling abroad. We should 
therefore, be anxious to ar­ 
rest the drain on our gold re­ 
serves. 
But the real issue is not 
whether we need to correct 
our 
trade 
imbalance, 
but 
whether the course the ad­ 
ministration is taking — that 
is, requiring recipients of the 
Development Loan Fund to 
buy American products even 
when it is decisively unecon­ 
omic for them to do so — is 
the best way to go about it 


THERE IS CERTAINLY an 
impressive case to be made 
against this action and the 
principal arguments are these: 
Í — It will further cut the 
commodity aid we are furnish­ 
ing abroad at a time w'hen 
President. Eisenhower had de­ 
clared that congressional cuts 
have reduced it below the 
minimum necessary. 
2—The economies of many 


underdeveloped. 'Countries will, 
be seriously hurt. 
3—Just because the Soviet 
Union ties all its loans to the 
purchase 
of 
Iron 
Curtain 
goods is no reason we should 
do the same. The fact that we 
have not done this in the past 
has been the most visible 
proof that we were not trying 
to make economic satellites 
out of the recipient countries. 
4—Not only will the “Buy 
American” policy hurt the na­ 
tional economies we are try­ 
ing to help, but it would hurt 
the U. S. politically because 
U. S. aid would have a less 
favorable impact on the un­ 
derdeveloped and uncommit­ 
ted nations and people. 
5—We will be 'wea.keni.ng 
our ability to 'Counter the ef­ 
fectiveness — and lure — of 
Soviet aid offers. 
6—We will undercut th e 
cause we have helped bring to 
such useful fruition — the 
cause of persuading other 'na­ 
tions by our example a n d 
argument to accept the U. S. 
thesis that a free, competitive 
world trade system is best for 
everybody. 


TODAY OTHER free-world 
nations, especially' Germany, 
Britain, France, and Japan, 
are able to and should bear 
a larger burden of foreign aid 
through loans. 


It seems to me that these 
facts lead us to the heart, of 
the question... Should, we not 
first try, as I think we can, to 
enlist the cooperation of our 
economically 
strong 
allies, 
without any “Buy American” 
or “Buy British” or “Buy Jap­ 
anese’’ r e s t r i c t i o n s , to 
strengthen further the freely 
competitive world trade sys­ 
tem — in 'which we ail share 
equally — before we take 
steps away from this healthy 
system?

tlement of the underlying dis­ 
pute during the injunction's 
pendency, detracts from this 
conclusion.” it said. 
At another point in the op­ 
inion the majority said* they 
thought the judgment of the 
lower courts in upholding the 
injunction to stop the strike 
for 80-days is “amply sup­ 
ported on the grounds that 
the strike imperils the na­ 
tional safety.” 
As to the union’s suggestion 
that some mills, but not all, 
should be reopened because: a 
few could meet specific de­ 
fense needs, the court said the 
Taft-Hartley law “was designed 
to provide a public remedy in 
times of emergency; we can not 
construe it to require that the 
United States either formulate 
a reorganization of the affected 


ing of closed facilities or de­ 
monstrate in court the unfeasi­ 
bility of such reorganization.” 
The union vigorously fought 
the injunction but its president 
David J. McDonald, has an­ 
nounced

would be sent back to work 
promptly if the Supreme Court 
so ordered.

BERKELEY (ff) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown took cognizance 
of the Mike BlcKeever-Steve Bates incident just long enough 
yesterday to generalize against dirty football—then bowed 
right out with the declaration:

Ocean Floor Explored 
LOS ANGELES (UP?—A new 
land that stretches from the 
floor of the Gulf of California 
to depth of thousands of feet 
has been explored for the first 
time by a UCLA professor, the 
school announced today.

Straw Vote 
By Students 
Favors Clubs 


At least 184 of College of 
Marin’s approximately 800 stu­ 
dents think campus service 
clubs are an asset to the col­ 
lege. Thirty of their fellow stu­ 
dents disagree. 
This was indicated yesterday 
afternoon by the results of a 
straw poll taken on the Kent- 
field campus. 
Balloting was closer on the 
question of open membership 
for service clubs, w*ith 94 stu­ 
dents favoring it and 116 op 
posed. At present, the organi­ 
zations are selective and limit 
ed in membership. 
The ballots, distributed by 
the Associated Students of the 
College of Marin, requested 
opinion on a minimum grade 
point average for membership 
in service clubs. Three choices 
were listed: 2.00, 1.80 and 1.67, 
all in the “C” bracket. (4.00 is 


College of Marin’s seven stu­ 
dent sendee clubs were alter­ 
nately praised and damned 
yesterday at a lively student 
debate before a campus audi­ 
ence of 200 in Olney Hall. 
At issue was the question: 
“Shall we abolish or reorgan­ 
ize the service clubs?” It was 
discussed one hour before the 
start of student straw balloting 
on six questions concerning 
the club program. 
Thea Bama, captain of the 
anti-club debating team, got in 
the first licks, twitting the ser­ 
vice organizations for their 
“emphasis on fun and games.” 
While she did not call for 
abolition of the clubs (none 
of the debaters did). Miss 
Bama listed this as one of 
two alternatives to the status 
quo. The other: Reorganiza­ 
tion. 
“I do think,” she said, “that 
the members themselves know 
that changes must be made.” 
She said she believes the col­ 
lege would survive without 
parties, dances, dinners, foot­ 
ball rallies and other social 
functions, many of wrhich are 
club-sponsored. 
'“What do you want, a brave 
new world?” shouted a male 
heckler in the audience. 
Miss Bama blasted the club’s 
membership restrictions as un­ 
democratic “blackballing.” Not­ 
ing that only 106 of the ap­ 
proximately 750 students are 
club members, she charged the 
organizations 
with 
refusing 
membership to the very peo­ 
ple they purport to serve. 
She declared that of the 106 
club members, 53 per cent of 
the women and 58 per cent of 
the men have scholastic aver­ 
ages of less than C. 
Fred Brown, captain of the

opposing team of debaters, 
concurred with the figures, 
then drew sustained applause 
by adding, “but 62 per cent 
of the whole student body 
has less than a C average!” 
Casting a cool glance at the 
applauders, Miss Bama asked: 
“What are you doing here? 
Why aren’t you off studying 
someplace?” 
Her proposals for club reor­ 
ganization included (1) setting 
minimum grade point require­ 
ments 
for 
membership, 
(2) 
making membership open to 
all students, (3) self-policing of 
club activities, and (4) sponsor­ 
ship of cultural activities “be­ 
sides dances and parties.” 
Brown, who stressed that he 
is not a club member, praised 
the campus organizations for 
some of the very things- to 
which Miss Bama objected, in­ 
cluding sponsorship of college 
social activities. 
He also lauded their service 
to the

community 
(Christmas 
caroling 
at 
the 
county hospital and farm, visits 
to crippled children, etc.) and 
their 
promotion 
of 
“school 
spirit.” 
“I feel,” said Brown, “that 
if the service clubs were 
abolished, social activities at 
College of Marin would take 
a tremendous drop. . . . The 
faculty and students should 
thank the clubs for the great 
job they’re doing here on 
campus.” 
Brown said the educational 
process involves more than giv­ 
ing students “the mechanical 
part of learning.”*

THE PRETTY young wait­ 
ress at the Caprice in Tiburón 
had bearing and poise above 
and beyond the normal call 
of restaurant 
duty 
so the 
question of her identity was 
naturally propounded to pro­ 
prietor Kirby Atterbury. 
“Ellen Hatcher,’' said 
he. 
“You must have heard of her. 
She’s won prizes for horse­ 
manship all over the country.” 
We had, but the story was 
half forgotten. A few words 
then with Ellen, and my wife 
and I made an appointment 
to call on her the following 
Saturday. Coincidentally, it 
timed rather nicely with the 
1959 Grand National Exposi­ 
tion and Horse Show at the 
San Francisco Cow Palace 
which closes tomorrow. 
Mary Ellen Hatcher is ap­ 
pearing in the Grand Nation­ 
al but, for her, in a new role 
of equestrianism. Previously 
the 
winner 
o f 
numerous 
awards in Western style rid­ 
ing and holder of the title 
“Miss 
Grand 
National 
of 
1957,” she was entered this 
year in two jumping events—- 
the “Handy Hunters” of last 
Thursday and the “Champion­ 
ship State Hunters” scheduled 
for tomorrow. 


AT DEADLINE for this col­ 
umn we could not know or 
predict the outcome of either 
of these events, nor does it 
particularly matter. Ellen had 
said that she would be quite 
happy to place. Top awards in 
jumping will come with more 
experience. 
Besides, 
this is also the 
story of Ellen’s horse “Tucum- 
cari.” 
Tucumcari, by the way, is 
a magnificent sorrel of seven 
springs and 
summers. He 
stands 17 hands high and 
bears all the lines of the 
thoroughbred that he is. Yet 
only two years ago when El­ 
len acquired him, it was by 
telephone call re-routing what 
was intended to foe his last 
trip — to the Petaluma glue 
factory. 
At that time he was the 


property of Mrs. Anna Loew 
Campbell, 
now 
deceased. 
Through a series of unfortu­ 
nate coincidences he had been 
left in the East Bay to graze 
through the winter on short 
feed. By the time anyone be­ 
came aware of his condition 
his only future outlook seem­ 
ed to lie as a layer of stick- 
um binding two pieces of 
wood together. 


ELLEN, WHO had sold her 
string of horses before leav­ 
ing Missouri the year before, 
was looking for a jumper and 
through a friend heard of Tu­ 
cumcari. She contacted Mrs. 
Campbell on the phone and 
arranged to have him sent to 
Dr. Clarke's Petaluma animal 
clinic. 
“When I saw him for the 
first time,” she admitted, “he 
was a sorry sight. I wondered 
then if I had done the right 
thing — perhaps 
it 
would 
have been kinder to let him 
go.” 
But proper feeding and 
medical care restored Tucum­ 
cari to health and vigor. 
“It was months before he 
was strong enough to ride,” 
Ellen said. *T remember the 
first day I took him out in 
the hills. Even three buzzards 
circled us uncomfortably close 
overhead. I didn’t take any 
chances on 
their judgment 
proving right — I dismounted 
and led him home.” 
The name Tucumcari was 
given him by Mrs. Campbell. 
She had travelled through Tu­ 
cumcari, N. M., and made up 
her mind to pass it on to the 
next horse she owned. 
Not without temperament, 
Tucumcari may test the met­ 
tle of his 
mistress 
in the 
Grand National. He not only 
jumps the hurdles, but some­ 
times the shadows of the 
hurdles. He is anti-social with 
other horses, requires solitary 
pasture. He is finicky about 
feeding and handling. 
Mary Ellen Hatcher and Tu­ 
cumcari — expect to 
hear 
much more of both of them 
in the future.

Woman With Energy To Spare 


Busy Winifred Baker Never Tires; 
Her Secret 
— 
She Likes Her Work 


Almost arty day you’ll see 
her, 
a 
slender, 
attractive 
woman, riding an English bi­ 
cycle 
along 
San 
Rafael’s 
Grand avenue. 
W inifred Baker finds noth­ 
ing unusual about this. It is 
merely a convenient and eco­ 
nomical mode of transporta­ 
tion to and from Dominican 
Convent where she is assist­ 
ant professor of music. 
It is also a good way to use 
up some of the abundant en­ 
ergy which most of her ac­ 
quaintances feel would ade­ 
quately supply two or three 
normal people. 
It is well, perhaps, that she 
has it, for in addition to 
teaching full time, she keeps 
house, directs an orchestra, 
conducts 
Tuesday 
evening 
class in “Listening 
To Mu­ 
sic,” helps her husband with 
the “Great Books project,” of 
which he is Bay Area presi­ 
dent, and directs 
the well- 
known Winifred Baker Chor­ 
ale, soon to appear in concert 
with the Marin Symphony Or­ 
chestra. 
Running the 60-voice mixed 
choir alone is a sizeable job, 
entailing the planning of pro­ 
grams, arrangem ents of board 
of directors 
meetings 
(the 
board is made up of chorale 
members), weekly rehearsals 
on Wednesdays and constant 
recruiting of new personnel. 


ORGANIZED 
LESS 
than 
two years, the chorale is still 
growing and is 
eagerly in 
search of new voices in all 
sections. 
“It isn’t necessary to be a 


soloist to join the chorale,” 
says Winifred Baker. “All you 
need is a pleasant voice. An 
ability to read music some is 
quite a help.” 
She estimates her various 
endeavors keep 
her on the 
run from 50 to 60 hours every 
week but she never appears 
tired. 
“I guess it is because I en­ 
joy everything I do,” she says. 
Her interest in music dates 
from childhood. 
The daughter of a British 
railway executive, 
she was 
born Winifred Neat. 
She was surrounded by mu­ 
sic literally from infancy. Her 
maternal 
grandfather, 
Wil­ 
liam Rowe, was famed as a 
choral conductor in England. 
Her mother. Mae Neat, was 
a noted choral singer and her 
brother Ralph sings bass. 
By the age of four, Wini­ 
fred had begun to play the 
piano 
and 
compose 
little 
pieces. 
Her mother decided 
she was ready 
for training 
and sent her to school to 
learn piano, organ and viola. 


STILL VIVID in her mind 
are her childhood days at 
Rochester in Kent, 
a small 
town across the Medway river 
from Charles Dickens’ coun­ 
try 
home, 
Gadshill. 
Says 
Winifred: 
“I can remember being put 
to bed when 1 was two or 
three years of age, screaming 
with rage at being left alone 
while the family quartet went 
out to the garden house to 
sin g ” 
Incidentally, it was during 


these childhood days that she 
acquired her fondness for 
walking and cycling. 
“We often rode our bikes 
seven miles to the sea,” she 
recalls. Today she regards it 
as both, good exercise and a 
chance to concentrate on her 
many plans and projects. 
As for hiking, not long ago 
she accompanied a group of 
Dominican sisters up Mount 
Tamal pa is for a picnic in the 


rain. 
One of her 
favorite 
walks is along Sausalito’s wa­ 
terfront. 
Whatever she may be doing, 
however, music remains up­ 
perm ost in her thoughts. 
Because the Chorale is a 
social as well as a musical 
group, rehearsals are chatty 
and 
informal. 
Sometimes 
plans for a forthcoming get 
together may be discussed. A 
new member may be intro­ 


duced. Inevitably, there will 
be some breathing and “loos­ 
ening up” exercises 
before 
the hard work begins. 
Winifred’s 
British accent 
comes in for much good-nat­ 
ured ribbing. 
She still says 
things like “jolly good” and 
“let’s have a go at this now.” 
She concedes that quite un­ 
wittingly 
she 
sometimes 
“curls them up” — her equiv­ 
alent of fracturing her audi­ 
ence. 


BUT WHEN SHE pulls her 
five 
feet, 
three-inch, 
101 
pound frame erect and raises 
the baton, 
everyone 
is in­ 
stantly aware of her underly­ 
ing seriousness of purpose. 
They also know that when 
she makes up her mind to do 
something, she is not easily 
discouraged. 
For instance, in a concert 
some months ago, the star 
contralto 
developed a men­ 
tal block about the open­ 
ing note

solo. Try as she might, the 
singer could not seem to find 
that note at the crucial mo­ 
ment.

station, its Cadillac engine has 
lost any ability to crawl slow­ 
ly and smoothly to the super­ 
market. 
And assuming 
you could

"sling-shot’’ is strictly limited 
to its owner-builder, Fred 
Stoke Jr., a lean 24-year-old 
who’d better keep in training 
to shoe-horn into his drag­ 
ster. 
Here is a car oft-photo­ 
graphed in color for national 
magazines, 
a thing of vast 
beauty to experts. But it’s use­ 
less save 
for one thrilling 
job. 
A tiny “bucket" seat hung 
out the rear end provides the 
sole carrying space except for 
a platform of lean tubing on 
which is perched the power- 
plant. 


THE WHOLE a f f a i r is 
sprawled close to the ground 
with about enough clearance 
to get over a sheet of type­ 
writer paper. In front of the 
g a r a g e of his home at 625 
| Rosal way there’s a tiny drain­ 
age dip. When Fred wheels 
the dragster across this he 
uses a couple of s k i d s to 
bridge it. 
“We don’t figure ordinarily 
on traveling over anything-but 
i a smooth course," says he. 
Not only is his car’s accus­ 
tomed course smooth, but it’s 
also short. 
For* this sort of beast is 
i built to burst forth in ear- 
tingling fury and give its all 
within the short distance of 
! a quarter - mi l e . Sometimes 
| it sprints alone, sometimes 
against one other dragster. 
Its moment of truth come in 
passage between two electric 
{ eyes with electronic timing 
system, so close to the point 
I of the standing start that foot 
has hardly more than briefly 
pressed throttle. 
By rules of what has be­ 
come one of America's top 
outdoor sports, appealing to 
the red blood of every me­ 
chanical-minded youth of the 
land, 
cars 
ultra-specialized 
| for drag strip runs have to 
deliver of their best instantly 
—then be choked down to a 
halt again in little more than 
half a mile. 
Even sleek sports cars of 
relatively varied requirements 
don’t perform in any w7ay 
i comparable in its specialized 
field to the dragster type, for 
what the dragster is built to 
do. On the other hand the 
true dragster can’t do one 
j single thing other than its 
appointed task. 


JUST HOW THE mechan­ 
ical genius tinkers his quaint 
and almost terrifying toy into 
reaching its great achieve­ 
ment by the end of a quarter- 
mile is a thing that only the 
Fred Stokes understand. Ex­ 
perts of the great automobile 
factories of Detroit confess 
themselves a little in awe of 
such specialized know-how. 
They frankly respect it. 
Of course it’s equally true 
that the drag g e n i u s e s 
couldn't march into a factory 


and compete in making ordi­ 
nary cars for the masses. But 
as with Stoke, all the drag 
lads have known and loved 
cars from childhood. So their 
mechanical f o u n d a t i o n i s 
sound. It’s just that they de­ 
cided to branch off into a 
hobby hard to compare with 


anything else on earth—seem­ 
ingly sterile, but actually far 
from useless in its implica­ 
tions. 
Stoke happens to have gone 
into one of its most esoteric 
branches. 
His 
dragster is 
sheer speed and power car­ 
ried to the ultimate except 


for one or two points; he runs 
on "pump gas” rather than 
nitro-loaded explosive "fuel,” 
and he has chosen at this time 
to operate without super­ 
charging. That is, his engine 
breathes its air-gasoline com­ 
bination at normal atmos-

driver’s place in the interest 
of stream lining and to pro­ 
tect the pilot from disconcert­ 
ing side blasts. 
THE WHOLE gadget seems 
disarmingly simple and easy 
t > size up, without even a 
metal skin to enclose the en­ 
gine sitting well back on its 
tubular frame. But how many 
secrets, are inside that engine 
only Fred knows, and he’s a 
little on the reticent side. 
First impression is that the 
car is a sort of spraddled skel­ 
eton. At its extrem e front is 
a wide tubular front axle with 
holes bored in it for lightness 
—overall, the vehicle weighs 
only 1,140 pounds. 
More tubes of light strong 
chrome moly steel interlace 
loosely to form a kind of plat­ 
form on which the engine 
rests pretty well back. This, 
with the driver’s weight, gives 
traction 
to the 
flat 
wide 
“racing slick” back tires, 7.60 
by 15 inches. Tires are 4.25 
by 15 up front. Incidentally 
there are no front brakes, 
but the rear “ binders” seem 
to serve this car well enough 
providing no deer, birds or 
drag-strip fans get up ahead, 
and they'd better not. Some 
dragsters 
throw 
out 
para­ 
chutes to stop. 
Steel wheels were replaced 
with lighter magnesium after 
the so-called “body” was add­ 
ed and this offset the weight 
increase, Fred says. 
Just ahead of the engine, 
incidentally, is a little fuel 
tank holding only two gallons. 
W hile the engine is not pre­ 
cise ly thrifty_in_its_present_ 
trim "F red Isn’t going any- 
where far—but mighty fast. 
A spectacular feature are 
four curved-out hornlike ex­ 
haust “stacks” on each side of 
the powerplant. Fred doesn't 
claim that they are “tuned” 
for length as with many sports 
cars. In fact, early pictures 
show them longer. A mishap 
mowed one dow n so they were 
all shortened to correspond. 
With this contraption, Fred 
Stoke last year at the Vaca­ 
ville drag strip achieved from 
a standing start within one 
quarte.r»ralle the Mazing speed 
of 152.34 miles an hour. 
This stood for seven months 
as a world record for its class, 
after which somebody nudged 
into a new world mark by 
shaving the time a few hun­ 
dredths of a second which is 
how the hot pilots measure 
these matters. Of course the 
Stoke record was for pump 
gas; the world record for the 
ultimate in souped-up nitro- 
fuei track-rocketing is beyond 
180 in under nine seconds, 
which means that sueh factors 
.as the adhesion become vital. 
Stoke now plans early in­ 
stallation of his third engine 
for this car—probably a *5® 
Olds, which closely follows 
the Cadillac design pattern 
but is considered especially 
good for hot-rod experiment. 
It is termed in one engine- 
development book “one of the 
greatest engines ever to grace 
a medium - price - class car.” 
This same book indicates that 
the Olds, should take a 1.2-1 
compression if required. 
THY TO GET a little human 
interest about all this from 
Stoke and you really run into 
a “drag-out” job. He concen­ 
trates on. doing rather than,

pheric pressure rather than 
crammed in by “blower.” 
There are many other cate­ 
gories of drag cars and these 
include fast versions of about 
every normal vehicle known, 
including pick-up trucks, as 
well as ordinary coupes and 
such. 
(Fred’s club—everybody in 
such a game belongs to some 
hot-rod type of club, it seems 
— is known as the “Marin 
Coupe and Roadster Club” 
which expresses the usual 
work-direel.ions of its mem­ 
bers. There aren’t too many 
such super-specialized shoot­ 
ing stars as Fred’s.) 
BIT ALL THE drag lads 
have this in common: They 
take stock engines and wring 
out torque and power follow­ 
ing 
different 
chart-curves, 
running higher, than normal 
factory specifications. Such 
experts are strictly for safety 
and the law, frowning on ex­ 
tern porancous illegal “drag­ 
ging” on public streets. 
One of the great things 
about the drag game is that 
it means a battle of constant 
development. To extract more 
potency from any regular en­ 
gine is no trick at all. The fac­ 
tory can do it, and as a rule 
actually does it for successive 
years (often obviously calcu­ 
lating on just that, to give 
each year’s buyers a gratify­ 
ing sense of participating in 
“progress”) till at last the 
power-possibit.iti.es of a given 
engine design and block size 
have been wrung out. 
Drag 
experts 
like 
Fred 
—Stoke do all this as they travel 
on the “drag strips,’" in a 
hurry. 
They don’t, reveal all. their 
tricks but some are pretty 


* simple and probably all, in­ 
dividually, are known; more 
compression, porting and re­ 
lieving, hotter camshaft and 
stronger valve springs, bal­ 
ancing, boring the block, and 
many other things. These are 
tried back and forth in differ­ 
ent 
combinations 
to bring 
about maximum results for 
the given job. 
That job can vary a lot in 
a given hop-up shop called on 
to modify, or improve with­ 
out. technically modifying, en­ 
gines for various sorts of 
racing on curving tracks or 
roads. But the drag strip art­ 
ist is out for that one straight 
burst within a quarter-mile. 
His objective is simple though 
approached in complex ways. 
Fred’s engine was formerly 
another hopped-up Cadillac 
V-8 of 1954 vintage and of 
354 cubic inch cylinder capa­ 
city in total. The present 
“Cad” engine has a total vol­ 
ume of 402 cubic inches rais­ 
ed to an 1 1-1 compression ra­ 
tio1. 
On top of the engine 
block and covered by a flat 
metal shield, over which Fred 
squints up the track, when 
ready to blast off, stands a 
double-row set of six carbure­ 
tors to give the easiest poss­ 
ible engine breathing.

Drake Biology Class Has Living Lab 


A living laboraiory abound­ 
ing in plant and animal life 
is an extremely valuable asset 
for any biology teacher. But 
to have a natural one outside 
his classroom is a rare bonan­ 
za for the teacher and a gen­ 
uine instance of “meaningful’* 
education for the student. 
Such is the good fortune of 
Gordon Chan and his biology 
classes at Sir Francis Drake 
High School. The San Ansel­ 
mo Creek runs through the 
campus, right outside the bio­ 
logy classroom on corridor 
four. 
“Many schools.” Chan said, 
“spend lots of money to buy 
specimens of plant and ani­ 
mal life for laboratory use. I 
just put on my hip boots and 
step outside the door to col­ 
lect them.” 
In addition, he pointed out, 
field trips cost money, con­ 
sume valuable time, and are 
necessarily limited 
in num­ 
ber. Most teachers feel lucky 
to get in one per term. 
“But,” smiles Chan, “I take 
my students 
into the creek 
about every two weeks.” 
Classes are presently study­ 
ing life cycles of fern and 
moss groups. Typical local 
samples 
are 
“horsetails” 
ipteridophytei and bryophyte, 
a moss. When the textbook 
has been consulted, 
when 
demonstrations 
have 
been 
watched, when lectures have 
been completed, students then 
go into the creek to find spec­ 
imens, gather spore clusters, 
and take them into the lab 
to study how they operate. 
The next unit will be on 
microscopic organisms and 
again the creek will provide 
a wealth of speciments. Later, 
fish and frogs will be studied
